Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  Charles  C.  Perkins,  Horace  H.  Moses  and  George  D. 
Russell,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a corpora- 
tion by  the  name  of  the  Boston  Art  Club,  to  be  located  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  the  fine  arts  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  Art  Gallery  and  Library  and  by  other  kindred  means; 
to  promote  social  intercourse  among  and  to  afford  the  conveniences 
of  a Club  House  to  its  members;  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges, 
and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  Habilities  set  forth  in 
all  general  laws  which  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  in  force  appli- 
cable to  such  corporations. 

Section  2.  Said  Corporation,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  may 
hold  real  and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Section  THs^Acbrljali  take  eff.ect,upon^its  passage.

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CONSTITUTION 


Article  I. 

OBJECTS  OF  THE  CLUB. 

The  objects  of  the  Club  shall  be  to 
advance  the  knowledge  and  love  of  the 
fine  arts  through  the  exhibition  of  works 
of  art,  the  acquisition  of  books  and 
papers  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an 
art  and  general  library,  and  by  other 
kindred  means;  to  promote  social  in- 
tercourse among  and  to  afford  the 
conveniences  of  a Club-house  to  its 
members. 


Article  II. 

GOVERNMENT. 

Section  1.  The  government  of  the 
Club  shall  consist  of  a President,  two 
Vice-Presidents,  a Treasurer,  a Secre- 
tary and  twelve  Directors. 

The  said  oflScers  shall  together  con- 
stitute the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Club  and  at  least  four  of  them  shall  be 
professional  artists.

By  “professional  artist”  is  meant  a 
painter,  sculptor,  architect,  musician, 
artist  illustrator  or  artist  engraver,  who 
follows  his  profession  as  his  principal 
occupation  in  life. 

All  said  officers  except  the  Directors 
shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Club,  which  shall  be  on 
the  second  Saturday  in  April. 

Sect.  2.  At  the  annual  meeting  in 
1909  twelve  Directors  shall  be  elected, 
four  for  a term  of  one  year,  four  for  a 
term  of  two  years  and  four  for  a term 
of  three  years;  and  annually  thereafter 
four  Directors  shall  be  elected  for  a 
term  of  three  years. 

All  the  above-mentioned  officers  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot,  and  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  have  accepted  office  or  until  they 
are  removed  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  and  voting  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Club  called  for  the 
purpose. 

Sect.  3.  A vacancy  in  any  of  said 
offices  may  be  filled  temporarily  by  the 
Executive  Committee  by  the  election 
of  a member  to  hold  office  until  the 
next  ensuing  annual  meeting  of  the

Club.  At  such  annual  meeting  mem- 
bers shall  be  elected  by  ballot  to  fill  all 
such  vacancies. 

Article  III. 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  the  Membership. 
Club  shall  consist  of  resident,  non- 
resident, artist  and  honorary  members. 

Sect.  2.  The  number  of  resident  Limit  of

members  shall  be  limited  to  seven  hun- 
dred, but  this  limit  may  be  changed  at 
any  time  by  a vote  of  a majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  number  of  artist,  non-resident  and 
honorary  members  shall  be  unlimited. 

Article  IV. 

amendments. 

Any  section  of  the  Constitution  or  Amendments. 
By-laws  may  be  amended  or  repealed 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Club  by  a two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  and 
voting.  Printed  notice  of  the  general 
nature  of  such  amendment  or  repeal 
shall  be  mailed  to  each  member  of  the 
Club  and  posted  on  the  bulletin  board 
in  the  Club-house  seven  days  at  least 
before  such  meeting.

Article  I. 

PRESIDENT. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  ex- 
ercise the  usual  functions  of  a presiding 
officer  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  in 
his  absence  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
shall  act  for  him. 

Sect.  2.  If  the  President  and  Vice- 
Presidents  shall  all  be  absent  from  any 
meeting,  the  members  present  shall 
choose  a presiding  officer. 

Sect.  3.  The  President  shall,  with 
the  Treasurer,  sign  all  written  contracts 
and  obligations  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  special  vote  of  the  Executive 
Committee  or  of  the  Club. 

Article  II. 

TREASURER. 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  col- 
lect and  under  the  direction  of  the 
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Executive  Committee  disburse  all  the 
funds  of  the  Club.  His  accounts  shall 
be  kept  in  books  belonging  to  the  Club, 
which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  the  Auditing  Committee. 

Sect.  2.  He  and  the  President  shall 
sign  all  written  contracts  and  obliga- 
tions unless  otherwise  provided  by 
special  vote  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee or  of  the  Club. 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  report  in  writing 
at  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  the  balance  of  money 
on  hand  and  the  outstanding  obliga- 
tions of  the  Club  as  far  as  practicable; 
and  he  shall  make  a full  report  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Club  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  of  the  past 
year,  with  such  suggestions  as  to  the 
financial  management  of  the  Club  as  he 
may  deem  proper. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall  cause  insurance  to 
be  effected,  in  the  name  of  the  Club, 
on  the  house,  furniture,  fixtures  and 
other  property  belonging  to  the  Club, 
and  shall  also  cause  insurance  to  be 
effected,  in  the  name  of  the  Club,  for 
the  benefit  of  whom  it  may  concern.

Sect.  5.  In  case  of  his  absence  the 
Executive  Committee  may  designate 
one  of  its  members  to  act  as  Treasurer 
pro  tempore. 

Sect.  6.  He  shall  be  exempt  from 
the  payment  of  the  annual  assessment 
and  may  be  allowed  by  the  Executive 
Committee  a reasonable  sum  for  cleri- 
cal assistance. 

Sect.  7.  On  the  first  day  of  each 
month  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be 
practicable  the  Treasurer  shall  cause  a 
notice  to  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
amount  of  his  indebtedness  other  than 
annual  assessments.  If  any  member  so 
notified,  whose  account  is  five  dollars 
or  over,  fails  to  pay  his  indebtedness 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  the 
month,  the  name  of  the  member,  to- 
gether with  the  amount  of  his  indebted- 
ness, shall  be  posted  on  the  bulletin 
board  in  the  Club-house.  If  such  in- 
debtedness shall  not  be  paid  in  full  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  the  succeeding 
month,  the  member  shall  be  refused 
credit  until  his  posted  indebtedness  be 
discharged  in  full,  and  notice  shall  be 
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sent  to  him  to  that  effect.  Should 
he  fail  to  discharge  his  posted  indebted- 
ness in  full  on  or  before  forty-five 
days  after  the  date  of  his  original  bill, 
he  shall  be  suspended  from  all  rights 
and  privileges  of  membership,  including 
that  of  entering  the  Club-house,  until 
his  indebtedness  be  discharged  in  full. 
Should  he  not  discharge  his  indebted- 
ness in  full  on  or  before  the  expiration 
of  two  months  from  the  date  of  the  origi- 
nal bill,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a member  of 
the  Club. 

When  a member  has  become  indebted 
to  the  Club  at  any  time  in  the  sum  of 
forty  dollars  or  more,  exclusive  of  annual 
assessments,  notice  shall  be  sent  to  him 
as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter  of  that 
fact  and  that  his  credit  will  be  stopped 
when  the  amount  of  his  indebtedness 
reaches  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

When  the  indebtedness  of  any  member 
of  the  Club,  exclusive  of  annual  assess- 
ments, shall  reach  the  sum  of  fifty  dol- 
lars, his  credit  shall  be  stopped  until  his 
indebtedness  is  paid  in  full,  and  notice 
of  that  fact  and  of  the  amount  due  shall 
be  mailed  to  him,  and  upon  failure  to 
discharge  such  indebtedness  in  full

within  one  week  after  notice  shall  have 
been  mailed  to  him  his  name,  together 
with  the  amount  due,  shall  be  posted 
on  the  bulletin  board  in  the  Club-house. 

Should  he  fail  to  discharge  his  in- 
debtedness in  full  within  three  weeks 
after  notice  has  been  sent  to  him  that 
the  limit  of  indebtedness  has  been 
reached,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  all 
rights  and  privileges  of  membership, 
including  that  of  entering  the  Club- 
house; and  should  he  fail  to  discharge 
his  indebtedness  in  full  before  the  ex- 
piration of  one  month  after  notice  has 
been  sent  to  him  that  his  credit  has  been 
stopped  for  this  reason  he  shall  cease 
to  be  a member  of  the  Club. 

The  Executive  Committee,  however, 
on  application  made  in  writing  within 
thirty  days  thereafter,  may  reinstate  a 
member  whose  membership  has  ceased 
under  this  Section.  Until  such  rein- 
statement, all  interest  and  title  of  such 
member  in  and  to  the  property  and 
assets  of  the  Club  shall  be  vested  in 
the  Club. 
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Article  III. 

SECRETARY. 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall  re- 
cord the  proceedings  of  all  meetings  of 
the  Club,  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  of  the  Committee  on  Admission, 
conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Club 
and  have  the  custody  of  the  seal,  records 
and  papers  relating  to  the  business  of 
the  Club. 

Sect.  2.  He  shall  issue  and  post  all 
notices  and  shall  call  special  meetings 
of  the  Club  whenever  requested  to  do 
so  by  the  President  or  fifteen  members; 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee  upon 
the  request  of  the  President  or  of  three 
members  thereof. 

Sect.  3,  He  shall  post  upon  the 
bulletin  board  in  the  Club-house  the 
names  of  new  members  as  elected  and 
a complete  list  of  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  committees  of  the  Club,  and 
shall  correct  such  list  as  changes  occur. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall  be  exempt  from 
the  payment  of  the  annual  assessment 
and  may  be  allowed  by  the  Executive 
Committee  a reasonable  sum  for  cleri- 
cal assistance.

Article  IV. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  have  entire  control  and  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  of  the  Club  and 
shall  enforce  the  preservation  of  order 
and  obedience  to  its  rules.  It  shall 
make  or  authorize  all  the  necessary 
contracts  for  its  administration,  and 
shall  appoint  standing  and  other  com- 
mittees as  it  may  deem  expedient  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  Club,  dele- 
gating to  such  committees  such  of  its 
powers  as  it  deems  best. 

Sect.  2.  The  first  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Wednesday  after  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Club,  and  thereafter 
during  the  year  regular  meetings  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Monday  after  the 
second  Saturday  in  each  month. 

Sect,  3.  The  following  shall  be  the 
order  of  business  at  the  regular  meetings: 

(1)  Reading  of  the  record  of  the  last 
meeting. 

(2)  Reports  from  the  standing  com- 
mittees. 
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(3)  Report  from  the  Treasurer,  in- 
cluding a written  abstract  of  the  cash 
account  since  the  last  meeting  and  the 
balances  to  the  credit  of  each  commit- 
tee. 

(4)  Report  from  the  Secretary. 

(5)  Reports  from  special  committees. 

(6)  Any  further  business  regularly 
before  the  meeting. 

Sect.  4.  Special  meetings  shall  be 
called  by  the  Secretary  whenever  re- 
quested to  do  so  in  writing  by  the 
President  or  three  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Sect.  5.  Notice  of  special  meetings, 
stating  their  object,  shall  be  mailed  to 
each  member  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee at  least  forty-eight  hours  before  the 
time  appointed  for  said  meeting,  and  only 
such  business  as  is  stated  in  the  notice 
shall  be  transacted  at  that  meeting. 

Sect.  6.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  in  February  in  each 
year  two  members  of  the  Club  shall  be 
appointed  to  serve  as  members  of  the 
Nominating  Committee  for  the  current 
year. 

Sect.  7.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  in  April  in  each  year

the  following  standing  committees  shall 
be  elected  to  serve  during  the  current 
year: 

A Committee  on  Admissions,  con- 
sisting of  four  members  not  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Secre- 
tary ex  oflScio; 

An  Auditing  Committee,  consisting 
of  three  members; 

A Library  Committee,  consisting  of 
three  members; 

A House  Committee,  consisting  of 
five  members; 

A Committee  on  Art,  consisting  of 
five  members,  three  of  whom  shall  be 
artist  members,  shall  be  elected  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  in 
April,  1913,  two  to  serve  for  one  year, 
one  to  serve  for  two  years  and  two  to 
serve  for  three  years.  Thereafter,  as 
their  terms  expire,  their  successors  shall 
be  elected  for  a term  of  three  years. 

An  Entertainment  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  three  members. 
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Article  V. 

COMMITTEE  ON  ADMISSION. 

Section  1.  The  Committee  on  Ad- 
mission shall  consist  of  five  members,  in- 
cluding the  Secretary  ex  oflScio.  No 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
other  than  the  Secretary  shall  be  ehgible 
to  membership  on  said  Committee. 

Nominations  for  membership  in  the 
Club  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the 
candidate  and  two  members  of  the  Club, 
and  shall  state  the  name,  residence  and 
occupation  of  the  candidate.  Candi- 
dates must  be  male  adults. 

Sect.  2.  The  Committee  shall  con- 
sider all  communications  in  reference 
to  the  persons  proposed,  and  make  care- 
ful examination  as  to  their  qualifica- 
tions, and  if  a majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee are  opposed  to  any  candidate 
his  name  shall  not  be  further  acted  upon, 
and  he  shall  not  be  proposed  again  for 
one  year. 

Sect.  3.  If  a majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee favor  his  admission,  his  name 
shall  be  posted  as  required  under 
Article  XIV  of  these  By-laws. 
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Sect.  4.  The  proceedings  of  this 
Committee  shall  be  secret  and  confi- 
dential. 

Article  VI. 

AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Auditing  Committee  shall  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  annually, 
and  oftener  if  it  so  desires,  and  report 
to  the  Executive  Committee  the  ac- 
counts audited  and  allowed  since  any 
previous  report. 


Article  VII. 

LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Library  Committee  shall  have  the 
supervision  of  all  books,  papers,  and  pe- 
riodicals belonging  to  the  Club,  and 
under  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  see  that  the  literary  de- 
partment of  the  Club  is  well  and  regu- 
larly supplied. 
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Article  VIII. 

HOUSE  COMMITTEE. 

The  House  Committee  shall  have  im- 
mediate charge  and  control  of  the  Club- 
house and  all  the  property  contained 
therein.  It  shall  be  empowered,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  make  any  necessary  pur- 
chases; to  regulate  prices  and  charges; 
to  receive  and  consider  complaints;  to 
engage  and  discharge  all  servants  em- 
ployed in  the  Club-house  and  to  have 
a general  supervision  over  them. 


Article  IX. 

COMMITTEE  ON  ART. 

The  Committee  on  Art  shall  have, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  the  responsibility  and 
control  of  all  exhibitions  held  in  the 
Club-house.

ENTEETAINMENT  COMMITTEE. 

The  Entertainment  Committee  shall 
as  often  as  practicable  provide  and 
supervise  such  entertainments  or  re- 
ceptions as  are  suitable  to  the  objects 
of  the  Club,  and  may  expend  therefor 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  appro- 
priated by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Aeticle  XI. 

NOMINATING  COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  At  a meeting  of  the  Club 
to  be  held  on  the  second  Saturday  in 
February  in  each  year,  three  members, 
not  oflBcers  of  the  Club,  shall  be  chosen, 
who  with  two  other  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  constitute  a committee  to  nomi- 
nate oflBcers  to  be  elected  at  the  ensuing 
annual  election.  Any  vacancies  occur- 
ring in  this  Committee  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sect.  2.  The  Committee  so  chosen 
shall  make  their  report  to  the  Secretary 
on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  March 
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following,  and  he  shall  cause  a printed 
list  of  the  nominations  to  be  mailed 
to  each  member  of  the  Club  and  to  be 
posted  on  the  bulletin  board  in  the  Club- 
house at  least  fourteen  days  before  the 
annual  meeting.  No  other  member  of 
the  Club  shall  be  eligible  for  election 
unless  his  name,  endorsed  by  at  least 
fifteen  members  of  the  Club,  has  been 
received  by  the  Secretary  at  least  seven 
days  before  the  annual  meeting.  All 
independent  nominations  properly  made 
shall,  upon  their  receipt,  be  posted  by 
the  Secretary  upon  the  bulletin  board  in 
the  Club-house. 


Article  XII. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of 
the  Club  for  the  election  of  officers  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Saturday  in  April 
in  each  year,  a printed  notice  of  which 
shall  be  mailed  to  each  member  at  least 
fourteen  days  previous  to  such  meeting, 
and  shall  also  be  posted  for  the  same 
period  upon  the  bulletin  board  in  the 
Club-house. 
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Sect.  2.  A meeting  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Saturday  in  February  in 
each  year  to  choose  three  members,  not 
officers  of  the  Club,  to  serve  as  members 
of  the  Nominating  Committee  for  the 
current  year. 

Sect.  3.  Special  meetings  of  the 
Club  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary 
whenever  requested  by  the  President 
or  fifteen  members  of  the  Club. 

Sect.  4.  Notice  of  all  meetings  of 
the  Club  (except  the  annual  meeting), 
stating  their  object,  shall  be  mailed  to 
each  member  at  least  seven  days  before 
said  meetings,  and  shall  also  be  posted 
for  the  same  period  upon  the  bulletin 
board  in  the  Club-house. 


Article  XIII. 


Club 
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Committee 
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QUORUM. 

Section  1.  At  meetings  of  the  Club 
twenty-five  members  personally  present 
shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  any  business. 

Sect.  2.  At  meetings  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  seven  members  shall 
constitute  a quorum. 
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Article  XIV. 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  Elections  for  the  admis- 
sion of  members  shall  take  place  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
nine  members  at  least  being  personally 
present  and  voting,  and  one  negative 
vote  in  three  shall  exclude. 

Sect.  2.  The  name,  with  the  resi- 
dence, of  each  candidate  for  admission 
and  the  name  of  each  person  proposing 
him  shall  be  posted  by  the  Secretary  on 
the  bulletin  board  in  the  Club-house  at 
least  seven  days  before  being  acted  upon 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  No  candidate  who  shall 
have  been  rejected  shall  be  proposed 
again  for  one  year. 


Article  XV. 

NON-RESIDENT  MEMBERS. 

Persons  residing  more  than  thirty 
miles  from  the  City  Hall  in  the  City  of 
Boston  may  be  elected  as  non-resident 
members.  Non-resident  members  shall 
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not  be  entitled  to  vote  or  hold  office 
in  the  Club,  neither  shall  they  have  any 
legal  interest  in  the  property  thereof. 

Article  XVI. 

HONORARY  MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  Honorary  members  pro- 
posed by  the  Executive  Committee  may 
be  elected  by  the  unanimous  vote 
of  the  members  present  and  voting  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Club,  provided  that 
the  names  of  the  persons  proposed  shall 
have  been  posted  on  the  bulletin  board 
in  the  Club-house  fourteen  days  at 
least  previous  to  such  meeting. 

Sect.  2.  Any  one  admitted  under 
this  Article  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  the  entrance  fee  and  all 
annual  assessments. 


Article  XVII. 

CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall  no- 
tify each  person  of  his  election  and  shall 
furnish  him  with  a copy  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-laws. 
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Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  become  a 
member  of  the  Club,  unless  elected  as 
an  honorary  member,  until  he  shall  have 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  the  entrance  fee 
and  a proportionate  part  of  the  annual 
assessment  for  the  unexpired  part  of 
the  year  of  his  election,  reckoning  from 
the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  his 
election  shall  have  taken  place.  In  case 
of  failure  to  pay  as  herein  provided 
within  thirty  days  after  notice  of  his 
election,  the  election  shall  be  void. 

Article  XVIII. 

ENTRANCE  FEE. 

The  Entrance  Fee  for  resident  mem- 
bers shall  be  fifty  dollars,  for  artist  and 
non-resident  members  twenty -five  dol- 
lars; but  professional  artists  may  pay 
by  an  original  work  of  art  if  accepted  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  XIX. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

Section  1.  The  annual  assessment 
shall  be  seventy-five  dollars  for  resi- 
dent members  and  thirty-seven  and 
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fifty  one-hundredths  dollars  for  artist 
and  non-resident  members,  and  may  be 
paid  in  two  equal  instalments  on  the 
first  week-day  of  April  and  October  in 
each  year. 

Sect.  2.  Should  any  member  neglect 
to  pay  his  assessment  for  thirty  days 
after  it  is  due  and  notice  thereof  sent 
to  him,  his  name  shall  be  posted  on  the 
bulletin  board  in  the  Club-house,  and  if 
his  assessment  is  not  paid  within  fifteen 
days  thereafter  his  membership  shall 
then  terminate  and  notice  thereof  shall 
be  mailed  to  him.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee, on  application  made  in  writing 
within  thirty  days  thereafter,  may  re- 
instate him  as  a member. 

Sect.  3.  Any  member  who  shall  be 
absent  continuously  from  the  state  for 
one  year  or  more  shall  be  exempt  from 
all  assessments  that  may  be  made  during 
such  absence,  provided  he  gives  pre- 
vious notice  in  writing  to  the  Treasurer 
of  such  intended  absence. 
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Article  XX. 

RESIGNATION. 

Section  1.  Any  member  may  with- 
draw from  the  Club  by  paying  all  dues 
and  giving  written  notice  to  the  Sec- 
retary on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day 
of  March,  and  any  resignation  made 
subsequent  thereto  shall  not  discharge 
the  member  presenting  it  from  his  as- 
sessments for  the  ensuing  year. 

Sect.  2.  Such  resignation  shall  oper- 
ate as  an  assignment  and  release  to  the 
Club  of  all  the  right,  title  and  interest 
of  such  member  in  and  to  the  property 
and  assets  of  the  Club. 


Article  XXI. 

EXPULSION  OF  MEMBERS. 

If  the  conduct  of  a member  shall 
appear  to  the  Executive  Committee  to 
be  prejudicial  to  the  interests  or  char- 
acter of  the  Club  or  contrary  to  its 
By-laws,  the  Committee  may,  by  a vote 
of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  thereof, 
either  admonish,  suspend,  or  declare 
his  membership  forfeited,  but  before 
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suspending  a member  or  declaring  his 
membership  forfeited,  said  Committee 
shall  give  him  a reasonable  opportunity 
to  be  heard  in  his  own  defence. 

A forfeiture  of  membership  shall 
operate  to  vest  in  the  Club  all  the  right, 
title  and  interest  of  such  expelled  mem- 
ber in  and  to  the  property  and  assets 
of  the  Club.  Ex-members  of  the  Club, 
who  have  left  it  otherwise  than  by 
voluntary  resignation,  or  who  having 
resigned  shall  not  have  paid  all  indebt- 
edness to  the  Club,  shall  not  be  intro- 
duced as  guests  by  any  member  of  the 
Club. 


Article  XXII. 

GUESTS. 

Section  1.  A visitor  is  a person  not 
a member  of  the  Club  having  a usual 
place  of  residence,  business  or  study  in 
Boston  or  within  thirty  miles  thereof. 

A stranger  is  a person  not  a member 
of  the  Club  residing  more  than  thirty 
miles  from  Boston. 

Sect.  2.  A visitor  may  be  admitted 
to  the  Club-house  once  in  thirty  days, 
but  not  oftener,  and  a member  inviting 
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him  shall  ascertain  whether  he  has  been 
introduced  during  the  previous  thirty 
days.  A visitor  must  be  accompanied 
by  a member  who,  immediately  upon 
his  entrance  in  the  Club-house,  shall 
register  the  name  and  residence  of  such 
visitor  and  date  of  introduction  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  affix 
his  own  name. 

Sect.  3.  A stranger  may,  on  the  re-  Admission  of 
quest  of  a member,  receive  from  the 
Executive  Committee  a written  invi- 
tation entitling  him  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Club-house  for  two  weeks. 

The  name  of  such  stranger  shall  also 
be  registered  in  the  strangers’  book. 

The  same  person  shall  not  again  be  in- 
troduced as  a stranger  for  three  months 
after  the  date  of  his  prior  introduction, 
but  he  may  be  admitted  as  a visitor  once 
in  thirty  days  according  to  the  rules 
prescribed  for  visitors. 

Sect.  4.  Members  introducing  vis-  Responsibility 
itors  and  strangers  are  responsible  for 
them. 

Sect.  5.  Any  visitor,  stranger  or  Penalty  for 
guest  guilty  of  any  violation  of  the 
Constitution  or  By-laws,  or  of  any  im-  for  improper 
proper  conduct  not  in  violation  of  the  ‘ 
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Constitution  or  By  - laws,  or  whose 
presence  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  prejudicial  to  the 
welfare  of  the  Club,  may  be  excluded 
from  the  Club-house. 


Aeticle  XXIII. 

PROPEETT. 

Section  1.  The  property  of  the 
Club  or  any  property  intrusted  to  it 
shall  not  be  taken  from  the  Club-house 
except  under  the  authority  of  the  House 
Committee. 

Sect.  2.  Any  destruction  of  or  in- 
jury to  the  property  of  the  Club  or  of 
any  articles  or  works  of  art  which  may 
be  intrusted  to  it  shall  be  paid  for  by 
the  member  who  shall  have  caused  it; 
and  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  each 
member  shall  be  the  cost  of  replacing  or 
repairing  the  property  so  destroyed  or 
injured,  the  same  to  be  certified  by  the 
President  and  countersigned  by  the 
Treasurer,  but  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  have  authority  to  remit  this 
penalty  at  its  discretion. 
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Article  XXIV. 

In  respect  to  all  questions  of  the 
construction  of  the  Constitution  or  By- 
laws, the  decision  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  control  and  be  bind- 
ing, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Club. 

Article  XXV. 

Any  officer  of  the  Army  and  Navy  of 
the  United  States  and  Allied  Services 
such  as  the  Marine  Corp,  Philippine 
Constabulary  and  Philippine  Scouts 
may  be  admitted  to  the  uses  of  the 
Club  in  the  manner  provided  for  the 
election  of  members  upon  payment  of 
one-quarter  of  the  annual  assessment 
for  resident  members,  which  will  en- 
title him  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
for  three  months,  and  on  application  in 
writing  to  the  Executive  Committee 
such  privilege  may  be  extended  for 
further  periods  of  three  months  each  on 
payment  of  the  one-quarter  of  the 
amount  of  annual  dues  of  resident  mem- 
bers for  each  period. 
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Adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Club-house  shall  be  opened  at  8 o’clock 
A.M.,  and  shall  be  closed  on  week-days  at  midnight 
and  on  Sundays  at  11  o’clock  p.m.  Members 
shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  Club-house  after 
midnight,  except  for  the  purpose  of  reaching  their 
rooms.  The  dining-rooms  shall  be  open  from 
8 o’clock  A.M.  until  11.30  o’clock  p.m.,  daily, 
except  Sundays,  when  they  will  close  at  10  o’clock 

P.M. 

2.  The  tariff  and  regulations  for  the  use  of  bed- 
rooms, the  billiard-rooms,  and  card-rooms,  shall 
be,  by  force  of  Section  1 of  Article  VIII  of  the 
By-laws,  under  the  control  of  the  House  Com- 
mittee. No  game  shall  be  played  in  the  Club- 
house on  Sunday;  and  all  manner  of  betting  or 
play  for  a money  stake  within  the  Club’s  precincts 
is  forbidden. 

3.  Newspapers,  magazines,  or  other  articles 
the  property  of  the  Club  shall  not  be  taken  from 
the  Club-house  or  marked,  cut,  or  otherwise 
injured. 
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Newspapers  and  magazines  shall  not  be  taken 
from  the  social  floor  of  the  Club-house. 

By  signing  a card  at  the  oflSce  a member 
occupying  a room  in  the  Club-house  may  take 
a book  of  fiction  to  his  room,  but  no  book  so  taken 
shall  be  retained  for  a longer  period  than  twenty- 
four  hours,  and  upon  its  return  to  the  office  the 
card  shall  be  cancelled. 

By  signing  a card  at  the  office  a member  may 
take  a book  from  the  Art  Library  for  a period 
not  exceeding  two  weeks,  and  upon  its  return 
to  the  office  the  card  shall  be  cancelled. 

4.  Petitions,  notices,  subscription  papers,  or 
advertisements,  shall  not  be  placed  or  circulated 
in  the  Club-house  except  by  permission  of  the 
House  Committee. 

No  person  shall  date  or  address  from  the  Club 
any  circular  or  communication  intended  to  appear 
in  any  pamphlet,  newspaper,  periodical,  or  other 
publication. 

5.  Any  damage  to  the  property  of  the  Club 
shall  be  paid  for  by  the  member  who  may  have 
caused  the  same,  the  amount  to  be  so  paid  to 
be  certified  as  directed  by  Section  2 of  Article 
XXIII  of  the  By-laws. 

6.  Pipe-smoking  is  prohibited  in  every  part 
of  the  Club-house  except  in  the  artists’  room  and 
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in  the  billiard  rooms.  No  person  shall  smoke 
a pipe  while  in  actual  play  at  a billiard  or  pool 
table,  nor  shall  a lighted  cigar,  cigarette,  or  pipe, 
be  placed  thereon. 

7.  Dogs  shall  not  be  allowed  in  the  Club-house. 

8.  For  the  convenience  of  members  a coat-room 
is  furnished,  in  charge  of  an  attendant,  for  hats, 
overcoats,  bags,  umbrellas,  canes,  and  packages, 
and  these  articles  must  not  be  deposited  elsewhere 
in  the  Club-house,  and  the  Club  will  not  be 
responsible  for  articles  left  in  the  coat-room  for 
a longer  period  than  fifteen  days. 

9.  The  Club  will  not  be  responsible  for  articles 
left  in  bedrooms. 

10.  No  member  or  visitor  shall,  under  any  pre- 
tence whatever,  give  any  money  or  gratuity  to 
any  person  employed  in  the  Club,  and  such  per- 
son shall  not  be  employed  by  any  member  on 
any  business  of  his  own  out  of  the  Club-house. 
Upon  application  at  the  oflBce,  messengers  will 
be  furnished,  for  which  a proper  charge  will  be 
made. 

11.  All  complaints  must  be  made  in  writing 
to  the  House  Committee.  No  verbal  complaints 
will  be  noticed. 
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12.  Nothing  shall  be  served  from  the  restaurant, 
outside  of  the  dining-rooms,  excepting  tea,  coffee, 
sandwiches,  and  such  articles  of  food  and  drink 
as  the  House  Committee  may  from  time  to  time 
permit.  Breakfasts,  however,  may  be  served 
in  bedrooms  at  an  extra  charge  for  service.  Pri- 
vate dinners  may  be  served  in  the  Club-house 
to  members  and  their  guests  under  the  control 
and  at  the  discretion  of  the  House  Committee. 

Orders  for  articles  served  from  the  kitchen, 
buffet,  or  any  other  place,  must  be  signed  by  the 
member  so  ordering  or  with  the  name  of  the  per- 
son so  ordering,  and  that  of  the  member  re- 
sponsible for  such  person.  A member  desiring 
to  pay  cash  may  do  so  by  writing  “Cash”  on 
his  order  check  and  paying  the  same  at  the  office 
on  the  day  of  its  date.  “Cash”  checks  not  so 
paid  will  be  charged  to  the  member’s  account. 

13.  Private  dining-rooms  shall  not  be  assigned 
to  parties  numbering  less  than  three  persons,  and 
the  House  Committee  may,  at  its  discretion,  re- 
fuse applications  for  private  dining-rooms. 

14.  Without  permission  from  the  House  Com- 
mittee a member  may  not  engage  a room  for  more 
than  two  weeks,  or  re-engage  a room  or  engage 
any  other  room  until  his  term  of  occupancy  shall 
have  expired.  Applications  for  rooms  shall  be 
made  at  the  office,  and  considered  in  order  as 
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received.  A member’s  right  to  a room  is  not 
transferable.  Strangers  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of  the  Club  may  occupy  bedrooms,  but  no  member 
shall  be  privileged  to  extend  the  use  of  a bed- 
room to  more  than  one  stranger  at  a time,  except 
by  special  permission  of  the  House  Committee. 
Notice  of  intention  to  vacate  a room  must  be  given 
at  the  office  before  4 o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  or 
the  room  will  be  charged  to  the  occupant  for  that 
day.  Bedrooms  and  bath-rooms,  either  together 
or  separately,  may  be  let  by  the  hour  for  toilet 
purposes  at  rates  to  be  fixed  by  the  House  Com- 
mittee. 

15.  Minors  accompanying  persons  who  have 
the  right  of  admission  may  be  admitted  to  the 
privileges  of  the  dining-rooms  of  the  Club  only. 

16.  Members  unaccompanied  by  ladies  shall 
enter  and  leave  the  Club-house  by  the  Newbury 
Street  entrance. 

17.  Upon  the  written  application  of  a member 
the  House  Committee  will  issue  a card  admitting 
ladies  of  the  immediate  family  of  such  member  to 
the  use  and  privileges  of  the  Ladies’  Department. 
For  the  purpose  aforesaid  a special  blank  shall  be 
used,  the  same  to  be  obtained  at  the  office.  The 
House  Committee,  within  its  discretion,  will  issue 
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like  cards  of  admission  to  ladies  who  may  not 
be  of  a member’s  immediate  family.  Any  card 
issued  under  this  rule  may  at  any  time  be  recalled 
and  cancelled  by  said  Committee. 

A member  shall  be  responsible  for  any  and  all 
indebtedness  contracted  by  the  holder  of  a card 
of  admission  issued  upon  his  application,  the  same 
to  be  charged  to  his  account. 

18.  The  Ladies’  Department  shall  be  open  when 
and  as  the  House  Committee  may  from  time  to 
time  direct,  and  ladies  accompanied  by  a member 
shall  be  admitted  thereto.  A lady  holding  a 
card  of  admission  shall  be  entitled  to  the  use  and 
privileges  of  said  department.  She  may  be  accom- 
panied by  a lady  or  ladies  not  holding  such  cards. 
She  shall,  when  not  accompanied  by  a member, 
enter  in  a book  kept  for  such  purpose  her  own 
name,  the  name  of  the  member  appearing  on  her 
card,  and  the  name  or  names  of  any  guest  or 
guests  accompanying  her.  All  order  checks  shall 
be  signed  by  the  holder  of  such  card  with  her 
own  name  and  that  of  the  member  who  applied 
for  the  same.  No  gentleman  guest  under  this 
rule  shall  be  introduced  oftener  than  once  in 
thirty  days,  and  the  holder  of  a card  of  admis- 
sion shall  ascertain  whether  such  intended  guest 
has  been  introduced  during  the  previous  thirty 
days. 
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19.  No  refreshments  of  any  kind  shall  be  served 
in  the  Ladies’  Reception  Room,  or  to  a member 
in  any  part  of  the  Ladies’  Department  vmless 
accompanied  by  a lady. 

20.  Ladies  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Club-house 
by  the  Dartmouth  Street  entrance,  and  they  shall 
not  be  admitted  to  any  part  of  the  Club-house 
other  than  the  Ladies’  Department,  except  as 
permitted  by  the  House  Committee. 

21.  Upon  receipt  of  news  of  the  death  of  a mem- 
ber of  the  Club,  the  Club  flag  shall  be  placed  at 
half  staff  until  after  the  funeral.  In  case  the  news 
of  the  death  is  not  received  until  after  the  funeral, 
the  flag  shall  be  displayed  for  one  day. 

22.  These  Rules  can  be  amended  only  by  a 
vote  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Amendments  to  Rules  posted  on  the  Bulletin 
Board  of  the  Club  will  become  operative  when 
posted.
